AT ST. PETERSBURG.

FHE BODY OF THE MURDERED CZAR

Borne Throsgh the Sireets in Solewmn Procession—
More Mines Discovered in the Avenues—

Griel of the lmperial Family—Mat-
ters in Berlin and Elsewhere.

& Pererssure, March 16.—It has heen
thought necessaryto fllow the proclamation of the
Empoeror, Alexander 1L, by a -.-apccin_.! u!iasr:_ stm-
moning the peasanis to juin n allegianece with the
olher faithful subjecis. The Golos says: “ The late
Csar's refornns Lave notattained their end because
the co-operntion of action of government and so-
gicty is necessary, and this has been wanting for
yeans past.  There is a fuction in Russia born and
pourished by publicapathy. Thestatehas Intelyin-
wited society to assist in struggling against this fac-
tion, but public forecs which have become dormant
are not awakened with one blow. The questionof
the form in which this co-operation is o express
jtself has lately become matured, and there is no
donbt that, had & sacreligions hand not ended the
life of the Czar, he would have decided the ques-
tion in the interest of hi« people. This task now
dovolves on Alexander TIL" The Srana says:
“ There is no other issue than to diminish the re-
gponsibilities of the head ot the government, thus
Iessening the dangers personally threatening him
from fanatical evil-doers.”

A decree has been published granting to persons
deported to Siberia, with loss of civil rights, per-
mission to engage in commercial or professional
pursuits after three years' good behavior; the
same priviloge to be accorded to politieal exiles,
subject 1o the approval of the Minister of the In-
teriorn.

A comriderable amount of money has been

mised by public snhseription for those persons who |

were wouinled by the explosion of the bomb on

A commander, & corporal, and one private feom
every squadron of the guards of which the late
Cenr was the chief, and also an adjntant from
each reziment have been ordered to St Petershurg
te do sesvice before the remaius of the Emperor
while Ising in state. None of the public will be
gllowed 1o see the body until it is removed to the
fortre=s ot the 18th instant. One of the Cathedral
chuorisiers has died from injuries received at the
time of the explosion.

The new Czarewitch, Nicholas, has been ap-
pointedataman of all the Cossacks. General Kauf-
mann’s son arrived on Monday with General
Skobeleffs report. It isstated that, in consequence
of the assassinatian of the Czar, General Skobeleff
will be summoned to St Periersburg., Intel-
lizence 15 published here that the Tekke Tuor-
comans, without excepiion, have submnitied to
Russin.

The authorities were informed that a mine had
been lnid in u small street which enters the New-
gky prospect nearly opposite the Annitchkoff Pal-
avy, the residence of thenew Emperor. A detach-
meant of sappers accordingly began an exploration
from a small shop, the ownerof which disappeared
three days ago.  The street was barricaded at both
ends to preveni the publie feom approaching. The
sappers, on opeaing up the ground and seavel:ing
the cellars, discovered a mine In the above-men-

tioned shop, The mouth of the ming was in the
shopheeper's dwelling room, concealed under an
olluinan. The mine passes under the street lead-
ing o the riding school, whence the Czar was
returning on Sunday. Eight more arrests have

been maide and a quantity of explosives have been
discovered. The Aormer Ruwee snys: “The grief
fcll for the Emperor by the Russian natlon is in-
consolable; but, if they required proofs of the im-
wen-ity of their loss, it wonld be fortheoming in
the evidences of condolence which pour in from
the sovereign governments and national republies
of the whole world. The public will be admitted
1o view the body without distinction of class."

The Lody of the dead Emperor was placed in its
enflinto-dsy and conveved tothe Grest Church ofthe
Palace, The Emperor and the Grand Duke Viadi-
mir bore the head of the coflin, and the other grand
dukes snd the Prinees of Louchtenberg and
Oldenburgr bore the foot and sides. The people in
the halls kuelt as the procession passed. On the
arrival of the cortege at the church mass for the
dead wascelebruted. The regalin had been brought
from Museow und couveyed through the streets in
Biale,

The mine which was uncovered by tho sappers
was intended o blow up the imperial earringe in

case Sundsy's altempt feiled. The spot where tho
Emperor was injured has been inclosed and cov-
ereid with turf, and & sentry of the old regimenf of
tae Lmperor Paulus guarding it.

THE NEW MINNESOTA SENATOR.

Sketch of the Man who is to Succeed Sec-
retary Windom.

(General A. J. Edgerton, the new Sena-
tor from Minnesota, arrived without delay and is
quartered at the NationalJlotel. Afterhis evening
cigar was disposed of. of which he is very fond, he
was duly called on, and found to bs a gentleman
rathér portly in appearance, but well praportioned,
w!lh 8 bright Llue eye, large head, well covered
with bushy gray-mixed hair, and uncovered fore-
head, reseling well back. He will be frequently
taken for the new Pennsylvania Senator, Mitchell.
He is a genial, whole-souled man, and favorably
impresses one at the first acquaintance. He was
born in Rome, Oneida County, New York, and
is now fifty-three years old. His grand-
father was a captain in  the Revolutionary
War. He graduated at the Wesleyan Univessity,
Middletown, Conn., in the class of 1850 ; married
Miss Sarah Curtis in that State, and went to Min-
uesota, scttling in Dodge County, in 1855, where her
still resides. He cngaged in the practice of law,
leaving his books and cases to enlist asa private
soldier in the Tenth Minnesota Volunteer Infantry,
being made & eaptainof his company scon after-
ward. Heserved in the Indian wars in Minue-
sols in 1862, then in the Department of
Missouri, under Schofield; was promoted
colonel of the Sixty-fifth Colored Infan-
try, and served until 1867, the date of the
muster ot of his regiment, being brevetted briga-
dier-general in the meantime. He entered the
sennte of Minnesota in 1858 and again in 1876, when
he was elected prestdent pro femporeof that body.
In 1871 he was appointed one of the railroad com-
missioners of Minnesota, serving four years., He
was one of the presidential eloctors of that State
in 1576, On last Monday, while engaged ina
term of court, he received a telegram from
St. Paul, requesting his presence there, While
the contest resulting in his appointment was
very spirited, it is well known that he was the first
cholee of Governor Pillsbury, who well knows the
kind of man he has appointed..

On the other hand, It had a very de-
pressing effect upou the Democratic beuncficiaries
under the present organization, and in fact all
others who, from pecuniary or other intereat,
bad hoped that the Republican party leaders
might not bave pluck and sense enough to pley
the winning cards they held and thus take the
final trick that secures to that parly the complete
control of the Government in all of itx branches
for two years to come &t least. Semator Coukling
is said to hold that it is the duty of the party to
vrginize the House as soon as possible In order
that the Republicans eleeted to that body from the
bulldozed districts of the South, and who have
been deprived of their rights by fraud, may haveat
an early day the chance to preseut thelr cases to
Congress aud the eountry und have the matter
seitled at once.

TO BEAT THE VIRGINIA BOURBONS.

Colored Republicans of the Old Dominion Ask the
New Senator to Take Charge of Thelr
Rights, Interesis, and Affairs—

The Coming Contest.

The eonvention of the colored Republi-
cans of Virgivia, at Petersburg, finished up its
business and adjonrned yesterday afier a con-
tinuouns session of thirteen hours: The gist of its
action is summed up in the resolution appended to
the address to the colored people of the State, de-
claring that “the colored people of Virginia re-
gard the Readjuster party with favor, and confi-
dently believe thattheir interests will be better
secured and préserved by aiding that party in lts
wfforts to achieve and permanently settle the an-
t of races which have unfortunately af-

42 prpgperity of our State.” The address
and reso'tions were unanimously adopted by a
standing vote—the meagre opposition party in the
convention having preyiously withdrawn. Reso-
Tutions were also adopted appointing a committee
to wait onthe President and ask him to proteet
the rights of franchise of the colored people in the
coming election, and to ask General Mahone to
take charge of their rights, interests, and affiuirs as
good citizens of Virginia,

' THE PLATFORM SAYS! _

Inreferring to the two parties in Virginia (the
Funders, or Bourbons, and Readjusters), the ad-
dress says of the latter: “This is the
party of progress—the parly which nelther
in law nor praciice makes any distinction
in civil rights or political privileges on acecount of
race, color, or previous or present condition ; and
the party which encoumges and protecis free
schools, free speech, free suffrage, and an honest
count, The Readjuster party does more than this.
It cultivates respect and attachment for the Union

and individusl liberty, prosperity, and happiness,
as well as the general well-being and elevation of
the community, are most readily and certainly at-
tained and fusiered by public schools that neglect
no class gnd no portion of the body In which re-
sides the popular sovereignty, dignity, and power.

“It is for these and other like considerntions,
therefore, that we, the representatives of the
colored people of Virginia, in State convention as-
sembled, do hereby most eamestly recommend
that in the State election for this year, 1881, the
support of the colored volers of the State be given
to the liberal Readjuster party of Virginia, ealling
all mankind to witness that in so co-operating
with this party, which in 1879 cast a large majority
of the white Conservative voies polled in the Siate
election of that year, the colored voters of this
Commonwealth give tbhe best evidence in their
power of their repudiation of the color line in
polities, of their deprecation of a continued war of
races, and of their eager desire to establish amica-
ble and harmonious relations with all Virginians,
white and colored, upon the simple basisof a com-
mon citizenship.

GENERAL EMORY UPTON.

Sketch of the Dend Officer—His RBecord in
the Army—Upton™ Tacties, =

Brevet Major-General Upton, who com-
mitted sunicide in San Franeiseo, Tuesday night,
was born at Batavia, N. Y., August 27, 1589, He
was appointed s cadet at United States Mili-
tary Academy June, 1856; gruduated Muay 6, 1561;

What was Dome by the Mepubliean and
Demoeratic Caceases.

Tt was agreed at the Republican
caucus to accord to the Democrats two chairman-
ships of the select (or temporary) committees of
the Senate in addition to the three standing com-
mittee chairmanships mentioned herctofore, and
the Democrmits will this'morning make their selec-
tions to fill these chairmanships, which, like the
others referred to, areofl no especial importance,
except by renson of their affordingthe useof clerks
and committee-rooms,

A Big Swindle U'nearithed.

St. Louis, March 16.—Robert L. Lind-
say, who was arrested yesterday by United States
Special Agent P. D, Tyrrell on a charge of con-
spiracy to defraud the Goyernment out of lands by
uttering fulse deeds under frandalent titles, is re-
garded by Tyrrell as the chief conspirator. Other
and very important grrests were made simultane-
ously with that of Lindsay, and still others will be
made. Those arrested so far are Orlond Van Hise,
John K. Corwin, lawyers or real estate agentsat
Cleveland, and George Linn, of Linndale, near
Cieveland, and Addison F. Burns, resl estate
agent, and H. R. McClellan, notary, Pittsburg.

commander of the Army of the Tennessce, who
was killed July 22, 1864, before Atlanta. The statue
i3 by the same artist who made the equestrian
statne now In Washington. It is to be placed over
General McPherson's grave at Clydas, Ohlo. Gen-
eral Sherman, president of the society, will be
present and preside atthe reunion.

It is estimated that fully four
hundred persons will attend the banguet lo be
given on the evening of the 7th,

A Sensntional Tragedy.

Darras, Tex.,, March 16.—Information
has been recsived of a most sensational tragedy
on the north fork of the Red River last Friday,
which bronght vengeance for a erime committed
fifteen vears ego. It appears that s man named
Poter Cook, formerly from Mississippl, with three
drunken associntes, visited the house of Toney
Pino, disguised as United States cavalrymen, in
1886, robbed him of $1,600, assaulted the lady rela-
tive, aed fled. Pino saw neither of the parties
again until last Friday, when he and two herders
ecame upon Cook, who was with some freizhiers.
Calling him by pame, and with terrible oaths,
Pino fired four balls into Cook's body, killing him
before the Jatter eould draw his pistol. The men
present arrested Pino, but, as hesatisfied them that
his statement regarding Cook's conduct fifteen
years ago was true, and as he was able to produce
a newspaper account to verify it, they released him.

Two Dead Conviels Found.
Pumuapeventa, March 16—The over-
seer in the Eastern penitentiary this morning dis-
covered the lifeless bodies of John Pfeiffer and
John MeBride in the cell ocenpied by those con-
victs, MeBride's body was found upon the floor,
and disclosed various marks of violence, while
Pfeiffer was hanging by a strip of sheeting at-
tached to the gas bracket. The prison officials are
at nloss to determine whether Pleiffer murdered
his cell-mate during the night or whether both
mehn commilted suicide, Pfeiffer, thongh a young
man, was an old offender, and bad served several
terms in Sing-Sing aund on Blackwell's Island.
MeBride was about fifty years of age, and was serv-
ing out a sentence for aggravaled assault and bat-

tery. An ingunest will be held to-morrow.

New York's New City Charier.

Avrsany, N. Y., March 16—Senator Mc-
(arthy, from the specisl committee, reported the
now charter for New York city this morning. It
provides for a charter election in November, 1882,
and every sccond year thereafter. The heads of
departments, the chamberlain, police justices, and
marshale, on and after May 1, 1881, shall be ap-
pointed by the mayor, without confirmation by
the hoard of Aldermen. After January, 1853, the
head of the department of police shall be two offi-
cers known as police commissionsrs. Mr. Bixby
discented from some of the provisions of the bill
The bill was made the special order for next Wed-
nesday.

MURDERING M'COOK.

HOW COLONEL BOB LOST HIS LIFE.

A Thrilling Incldent of the Late War, Told by an
Eye-Witness — What s Representative of
“The Republican ™ Learned from
Colouel Hunter Brooke.

A representative of Tur RepuBLICAX,
while prowling about among the distinguished
people who now throng the eity, happened to fall
in with an old mequaintance of the lang syne
times of the war,

COLONEL HUNTER RROOKE,
formerly of Ohio, now of Pennsylvania. In the
course of the conversation which ensued allusion
was made by Tue Reronruicaxy man to Colonel
Brooke's participation as an actor in one ofthe
dramas of the war which created more sensation
at the time, especially in the West, than anything
that occurred during the fatefnl year of '62, save
and except the victory of Mill Springs. The inci-
dent referred to was the killing of
COLONEL ROBERT L. M'COOK,

or, as he was better known at his home and in the
army, * Bob™ MoCook. '

“Tell me, Hunter," said our man, * your story of
that affair. I ask this because it has become the
custom of certain newspapers in the North to gloss
over withthe sheen of romance the dastardly deeds
of that time, and to make of the coarse rufflans
who took part in them heroes, such as Walter
Scott's marvelous gonius created out of the red-
legged Highland thieves, who mided (he fat border
lands of the two kingdoms and made patriotian
the excuse of robbery and elevated rapine 1o the
grade of knightly chivalry.”

*“Well,” said the modest Colonel, “that is a rather
elaborate question. What do yon want to know?"

“Where were you when Bob MeCook was
killed? The secepted story is that you were to-
gether in anarmy ambulance when attacked.”

*The story is, in the main, correet, but lacks ae-
curacy in detail, as such stories usually do. Col-
onel MeCook, who was commanding a brigade,
had been afflicted with dysentery for six weeks,
and, against the advice of his physiclan, refused
to take hospital quarters and insisted upon accom-
panying his command. I, as aid on his staff and
a8 his personal friend, did everviblng in my power
to make him comfortable. When we left Florence,
Alasbams, I procured an ondinary spring
wagon and improvised an ambulance, in which
the Colonel rode inu the cenmtre of the
command up to the fatal point of the march.
Owing to Colonel MeCook's sickness Colonel Ferd
Vanderveer was in command of the brigade, but
Colonel McCook was virtually the director of the
march. He was familiar with the topographyof
the region and had given Vanderveer information
that he thought would lead to a successful maren
and the accomplishment of the object in view.
Vanderveer, however, mistook the ronte,and when
we arrived at a point where the roads branched
called Hazel Green, we found that Vandoren had
taken the wrong road; had started on
the Fayetteville road instead of the route to
Decherd, the objective point of the march. Gen-
eral MeCook immediately dispatehed an orderly in
pursuit of Vanderveer to tell him to retrace his
st2ps, come back, and take the right road. In the
meantime McCook said to me: -

“*Let's move out of the way with our wagons
(referring to the baggage wagons of the headquar-
ters), and give Vanderveer a chance to ¢come back
and take the right road.

“That placed MeCook in the frout of the
right line of march. He expectad, of course, that
Vanderveer would recelve his message, retmee his
steps and be behind in line of march within a
half hour.”

“ And, thinking so, you went right on 2"

“Yes; looking for a place to camp, it being the
understanding that we were to go into camp daily
during the march at that hour,”

“What hour?”

“ About elevenor twelve o’clock.”

“Wasn't that & pretiy ecarly hour to go into
camp?”

“Itwas the middle of tho hoftest season of that
hot climate, and in making marches we always
took advantage of the ¢ool of the mormitg, and
resting in themiddle of the dey. That morning
we broke camp at three a. m., and it was our pur-
pose to stop for rest hefore or about noon. Colonel
MeCook went abead and leisurely looked out forn
place where the brigade could rest comfurtubly
that night. I remember distinetly that he fre-
quently halted and talked with people, white and
black, whom we met about the best place in the
nelghborhood to pitch the te nts, paying particular
attention to that essential comfort in camp—plenty
of water.”

“Under what circumstances was the attack
made?”

“We had halted and messengers had been sent
in different directions to hunt for water. One of
these messengers, a sergeant of the First Ohio Cay-
alry, wes fired upon, and, rushing back bare-
headed and in great excitement, said: ‘ The rebels
have fired upon me.” We had heard the firing, but
did not understand ils significance until the mes-
senger passed us. I was stunding outside at the
time, utterly unconsciousof danger, for at that time
we knew of no orgunized rebel force north of the
Tennessze River,and the first intimation of danger
was the exclamation of Colonel McCook : “Get in
quick, Brooke, we've got to get out of here' The
wagon was turned as rapldly asthe narrow mar-
gin of the country lane would admit of, and I may
say pretty nearly overturned in the turning.”

* And then what?”

“We found that we were ina trap and utterly
defenseless, and our object was to rejoin our com-
maud. Colonel MeCook seemed to grasp the situ-
ation at once, and knew that safety only lay in
rapid retreat, expecting every moment to see the
head of our column. As the team dasned rapidly
down the lane tothe se2ompaniment of the sharp
reports from rebel rifles in the rear and the whiz-
zing of bullets about otir ears, * Bob," looking first
to the rear and then to the front, said: * Where in
the h—1 is Vanderveer?'”

“ And then?"

“Well, we ran at full speed full three-quarters
of a mile, and, finding that we had no friends in
front and an abundanece of enemies in the rear,
McCook said : “They've got us; we might as well
surrender.” He at once ordered the driver to stop
the horses, and, in order to comply with the com-
mand, he ran the team into the bank, and, of
course, we ¢came to a stop.”

“And then?" c

*“Well, then, in token of surrender—a token
recognized by all belligerents, civilized or savage—
we held up our hands.”

*And did they continue to fire?”

“Yes; they fired at least three or four shots after
they had every assurance that we had measured
our helplessness and were willing to surrender.”

“Who fired the shot that killed Colonel Me-
Cook 7"

“ Mr. Frank Garley, of Huntsville, Ala., who was
everafterward regarded asa hero for committing the
murder. Thiz man Gurley,who, it seems, wasasort of
neighborhood leader of partisan rangers, was afler-
ward captured by our forces, tried, aud convicted
of murder. Thiswashad on the ground that he was
not & recognized soldier of the confederacy, and,
therefore, not entitied Lo any of the privileges ac-
corded recognized belligerents by the laws of war.
He was sentenced to be hanged, and would have
been had not the rebel commanders, from Joe
Johnston down, chosen to regard him as one of
their own, and threatened retaliation upon better
men then in their clutches. This saved his
neck for the time being, and President Lineccln,
with his usual kindhearteidness afterward inter-
posed and ordered that Gurley be held in prison at
Nashville, When released at the end of the war
he was, like all other distinguished assassins, hon-
ored with office by the very people who prate of
chivalry and talk of reconciliation. I yet look to
see him come to Congress, and the proudest trophy
that in the eyes of his fellow-citizens at home he
will wear when he enters the balls of Congress will
be the plume that be plucked from the dead brow
of the man he murdered.”

Fred. Douglass’ Pesition.

The friends of Hon. Fred. Donglass say
that he is not an applicant for, nor docs he desire,
a foreign mission, or a District Commissionership.
They say that Mr. Douglass prefers to be continued
as marshal of the District of Columbia, a position
which he has so acceptably filled duaring the past
administration. Mr. Douglass is the representative
man of his race in America—are, in the world—
&nd we bave no doubt but what his wishes as ex-
pressed by his friends will ba favorably considered
by President Garfield.

The Moueiary Commission,

Hon. Timothy O. Howe has formally
notifled the 3tate Department of his acceptance as
eommissioner on the partof the United States at
the International Monetary Confercnce to be held
at” Paris.

IMPORTANT DECISIONS

Relative (o Clerks llaving a Salary Fixed
by Law, and Other Matlcrs.,

Judge Lawrence, First Comptroller of
the Treasury, has rendered & decision in the mat-
ter of an avcount of a disbursing clerk in the In-
terior Department, in which he holds that a fourth
class elerk having a salary fixed by law cannot be
paid a sum in addition * for services in recording
and filing contracts:" That when a disbumsing
clerk renders an account to the Fisst Auditor for
adjustment and adking eredit under an appropri-
ation for the payment of salaries, he cannot, in
such account, have credit for money pald for
“services"” rendered, which do not constitute an
official salary; that appropriations for the pay-
ment of salaries, as usunlly made in appropriation
acts, can be applied, as a general rule, only to pay
public oflicers the salarics prescribed by law for
the performance of official duties; when one elerk.
in a Department performs the dutics of another
clerk no compensation can be made for the per-
formance of such duties beyond the salary pro-
vided by law for the office of clerk which he holds;
that a person who hoids an appointment asa
fourth-class clerk, and also as a first-class clerk, is
generally entitled to the salary fixed by law for
both offices. In this counection Judge Lawrence
quotes the decision of the Attorney-General in
1877 relative to the construction given to sections
1763, 1764, and 1765, of the statutes as follows:

The intent and effect of them is to forbid officers
holding one office (v recelve compensation for the
discharge of duties belonging to another, or addi-
tional pay, extra allowance, or compensation
such services or duties where they hold the
commission of but a single office, and by virtue of
that office, or in addition to the duties of that of-
fice, have assigued to them the dyties of another

to that decision, however, If an
officer holds two distinet
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The First Comptroller has also decided that
where an appropristion act charges the head of a
Department with the duty of repairing a building,
but does not specifically provide for agents to
superintend the work or disburse the appropria-
tion, such head of & Department has implied au-
thority to appoint the necessary agents to perform
these duties; and that such head of a Department
may appoint as such special agent a clerk in his
Department, who, during the time he is employed
as such, may receive his salary as clerk, but can-
not lawfully be pald compensation for services as
agent.

In the matter of the United States Mint Assay
Commission—lunch case—the First Comptroller
bas delivered an opinion in reply to an inquiry, in
which he maintains: First—the reasonably neces-
sary expenses of the Assay Comunission, author-
ized by section 3547 of the Hevised Statutes, may
properly be paid from the appropriation for “in-
cidental and contingent” expenses of the Philadel-
phia Mint, no law having otherwise specifically
provided for such payment. Second—il the work
of the Commission can be fucilitated by furnish-
ing lunches and meals at the Mint, they may be
80 furnished, to be paid from said fund. Third—
wines and liquors for the personal use as a bever-
aze of the members of the Commission are not
such articles of necessity as to make the cost
thereof a proper charge on said fund. Fourth—
the expenses of a dinner, given as a treat or mere
act of hospitality, canuot properly be paid from
said fund.

SENATE PROCEEDINGS.

Neothing But Bouline M“I—Ie- Consldered
—Adjournment Until Te-Day.

The organization resolution was called
up in the Senate yesterday, whercupon Mr, Cam-
eron, of Pennsylvania, moved to adjourn, but
yielded to Mr. Vest to offer & resolution requesting
the President to communicate to the Senate the
correspondence and scecompanying documents be-
tween the Governments of the United States and
Mexico during the years 1859 to 1861 inclusive, in
reference to the proposed treaty between said
governments; and also the correspondence during
said years hetween the State Department and the
United States Minister at Mexico in reference to
any proposed conventlon or trealy between the
two governments. Adopted.

Mr. Davis, of West Virginia, offered a resolation
directing the Committee on Public Buildings and
Grounds to take into consideration the condilion
of publie buildings in Washington eity, looking to
the future nceds of the Government, and report at
the next session of Congress, Laid upon the table
for action when the committees shall have been
eppointed.

The motion to adjourn was lost—yeas, 28; nays,
35; Mr. Mahone not voting—and was followed up
with a2 motion to procecd to the consideration of
executive business, which was also lost—yeas, 32;
nays, H—Mr. Mahone voting in the affirmative.

Another dilatory motion having been voted
down, Mr. Cameron, of Pennsylvania, ealled at-
tention to the fact that there were appointments
on the table which should be acted upon immedi-
ately,and he therefore moved to go into execu-
tive sessjon.

Mr. Groome suggested that the nominations
could not be acted upon for want of committees,

Mr. Farley said that there appeared to be a dis-
position on the other side to do no business what-
ever.

Mr. Dawes asked the Senator from California to
inform the country on whose motion the Senate
adjourned Tuesday,

Mr. Farley replied that the recond would show
that fact. Dilatory motions had been made, and
it had become evident that the Republican side
did not intend to do any business,

Mr. Saulsbury thought that the remark made by
Mr. Dawes was unjust, and that the Senator knew
it to be unjust, npon the Democrats in this chan-
ber. He knew that the Democrats had been at-
tempting to erganize the Senate, s0 as to preeeed
to the public business. He (Mr. Salusbury) re-
ferred 1o the action of the Republicaus in the last
Congress, who, he said, had interposed dilatory
motions against the consideration of the nomina-
tions which had been sent in by a man who had
been elevated, without right, to the presidency.
